SENDS MESSAGES BY WIRE 
WII ORDINARY TYPEWRITER. 


J. C. Barclay, Former Chicago Man, Per- 
fects System Now in Operation Be- 
tween New York and Buffalo.

New York, Deo. 21.—{Special.}]—J. O. Bar- 
clay of the Western Union Telegraph com- 
pany, and formerly of Chicago, has per- 
fected a mechanism to send telegrams by 
typewriter. It needs no knowledge of the 
Morse code and no receiver at the other end, 
another typewriter putting it down as gent. 
The system has been in operation between 
New York and Buffalo since Monday. 

Briefly, the invention consists of an ap- 
piilance attached to am ordinary typewriter, 
by which a person sending from one city has 
his message printed by a similar typewriter 
in another city. 

Unlike any other telegraph. printing inven- 
tions the typewriter does not click off the 
Morse alphabet, but the sender writes his 
message before him, just as an operator on 
a typewriter would do. and the printed mes- 
sage appears in duplicate on the typewriting 
machine miles distant. | 

All that it is necessary to do at the receiv- 
ing end, it is said, is to feed paper into the 
typewriting machine, or a roll of paper can 
be 80 arranged that it will unwind as the 
messages are received. 

According to Mr. Barclay, the sender need 


be only a typewriter operator to use the ma- 
chine.

New York, Dec. 21.—Breaking five great 
cables as if they had been threads the 100 
ton floating derrick Hercules, moored to the 
side of the new battleship Connecticut, broke 
adrift in the navy yard basin in Wallabout 
bay today and crashed into the stern of the 
battleship Texas, smashing several plates 
and so damaging the war vessel that it will 
have to go into tho drydock. 

In the basin, when ea flerce swept 
over it, were the Texas, Illinoi¢, Kentucky, 
Tacoma, and Minneapolis. The Hercules 
was securely tied to the Connecticut and was 
landing great armor plates on the decks. 
The strain caused by the heavy wind caused 
the cables to break and the derrick start- 
ed up the bay towards the warships. 

Two tugs caught the Hercules when a1 
most upon the Tacoma and Minneapolis and 
made fast. Before the derrick could be con- 
trolled it swung around and struck the Texas 
squarely in the stern.

The coun- 
ty commissioners propounded it to City Sta- 
tistician Grosser in an effort to obtain data 
on which to base their recommendation 
against adding to the force of janitors and 
scrubwomen who are charged with the duty 
of maintaining neatness in the county 
building.

Tue report continues: 

Congress would grant to corporations 
that meet the proper conditions power to en- 
gage in interstate commerce; would fix the 
éonditions under which their business should 
be dome in such manner as to remedy the 
present defects in the state corporation law, 
and would require ail corporations and cor- 
porate agencies engaged in interstate com- 
merce to make returns to a federal bureau, 
showing the amount and nature of the busi- 
ness done, and such other facts as may be 


desired. Furthermore, this plan obviates the 


diffichity” regarding state taxation. 

Inasmuch as all the important 
corporations of the present time are engaged 
in interstat®é commerce, and as the United 
States Has the fight to fix conditions to this 
license to engage in interstate commerce, this 
system would enable the federal governmen 
te reform the present condition of corpora 
pusiness in all its Important features.” 


Some Objections Possible. 


The commissioner stated that although 
certain features of the plan, as he 


proposed it, were subject to no legal objec- [ 


Mage one part of it might be assailed, and 
he mames those two which are beyond at- 
tack, While, by ‘‘ reasoning from inference 
on general principles, he protects the third 
general feature of the plan, which follows: 

The création by congress of corporations with 
power to engage in interstate commerce. 

Thé prohibition upon all other corporations from 
engaging in such commerce. 

‘The granting to such federal corporations of the 
right to manufacture and — within the sev- 
eral states. 

The first two powers are subject to no 
Vital legal objecttöns, nor dan a state make 

any essential opposition to them even by the 
right of taxation. The chief difficulty in the 
tedera) corporation law, as above indicated, 
arises in connection with the third of the 
foregoing essential features—to wit: the 
question, Can congress Bive to an interstate 
comme corporation the additional power 
to produce or manufacture in any state so 
that that grant ot power shall be valid as 
against the states or individuals? In the 
absence of direct judicial decision on this 
point, it is impossible now to determine this 
question conclusively, and the answer to it 
must be made by reasoning from inference 
and on general principles.” 

In the summary of the report Mr. Garfield 
“has much to say about commercial and in- 
dustrial conditions, with which there is wide- 
Spread dissatisfaction, which amounts “ in 
operation to anarchy,” and mentions certain 
possible congressional actions. The report 
continues: 

“Commercial and industrial conditions 
present the foremost problems of today. 
There exists a deep rooted feeling of dis- 
re with existing conditions. Some 
causes of dissatisfaction are apparen 
the evils real and great. shan 
The present legal conditions under which 
corporate business is carried on are extreme- 
ly unsatisfactory. They admit of and invite 
extreme abuse. They are the result of forced 
growth under divergent pressures, and in 
their present anomalous state represent the 
needs or demands of special interests, and 
are not a permanent body of law adapted to 
provide properly for all the interests in- 
volved. 
“Furthermore, the ‘ state tem,“ appl 
to interstate businesses, 
@itional and peculiar evils; a diversity so 
great as to amount in operation to anarchy; 
an inevitable tendency toward the lowest 


disastrous contest between state legislatures 
and commercial forces of national size and 
power. 

“No satisfactory reform is to be expected 
under the ‘state system of incorporation. 

“The federal government has at its com- 
matid sufficient power to remedy these con- 
ditions in its control of interstate commerce. 
supplemented by subsidiary and incidental 
powers. 


Possible Actions. 

“The possible congressional actions are: 

Delegation to the states of control over 
hiterainte commerce. ‘This is believed to be 
unconstiutional, and, gecondly, subject to all 
the objections applicable to the present 
* state system.’ 

Compulsory federal of in- 

terstate commerce companies. This is prob- 
ably legally practicable, but it involves radi- 
cal industrial and political changes by the 
centralization ot power in the federal gov- 
ernment, and presents serious difficulties 

because of its effect upon the authority of 
‘the siates over such corporations in matters 
of saxation and local regulation. Any op- 
‘tional law of this character would not over- 
come these difficulties. 

Federal license or franchise for interstate 
commerce.

Hickory trees recently have been attacked 
by an insect which, it is said, is fast destroy-. 
ing that class of timber.

in the United States will have been destroyed. 

“There are only three states from which 
we can draw our supplies, and hickory trees 
are fast becoming extinct there,“ said Dr. 
von Behren of Evansville, Ind. The short- 
age probably will necessitate * general raise

70 MAKE RURAL SERVICE PAY. 


Congressman Henry of Connecticut In- 
troduces Bill Fixing Rates on 
Parcels Served in Wagons. | 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 21.—Representative 
Henry of Connecticut introduced a bill today 
to secure the full use of the United States 
rural mail equipment. and to place the rural 
service on a paying basis.“ 

The bill provides that within the limits 
of the respective rural ‘routes served by 
post wagons parcels of mail matter shall 
be collected and delivered house to house, by 
the carriers, in weight up to 200 pounds, and 
in dimensions up to a barrel, no parcel, how- 
ever, to be more than six feet in length.“ 

The bill specifies that the rates on parcels 
shall be 1 cent for eight ounces or less, 2 
cents for a pound, 5 cents for from one to 
eleven pounds, 10 cents for a half bushel, 
80 pounds, 15 cents for a bushel, 20 cents for 
a half barrel, and 25 cents for a barrel.

F. PIERCE MAYS, ATTORNEY, AND 
OTHERS OF PORTLAND HELD. 


Federal Grand Jary—Charge That 
Conspiracy Existed to Victimize the 
Government by Use of False and 
Forged Applications—Farther Claim 
That No One Ever Resided on Prop- 
erty Filed Upon and Secured. 


Portiand, Ore., Dec. 21.—F. Pierce Mays, a 
prominent lawyer of Portland, was indicted 
today in connection with the land fraud in- 
vestigations now being conducted by the fed- 
eral grand jury. 

Mays, who is a member of one of the best 
known families of Oregon, is accused of 
having conspired to defraud the United 
States government of public lands situated 
in township 24, range 1, east. The township 
is located in the Calipooia mountains, be- 
tween Lane and Douglas counties, Oregon. 


Others Also Held. 

The indictment also includes Horace G. 
McKinley, S. A. D. Puter, Emma L. Watson, 
already convicted of conspiracy against the 
government; Marie Ware, the defendant in 
the first land frauds case, who was acquit- 
ted; Robert W. Simpson, John Doe, and Rich- 
ard Roe. The last three, like Mays, hitherto 
have not been connected with the cases, so 
far as known. ° 

The indictment alleges on Dec. 23, 1901, that 
these persons conspired together to defraud 
the government by the use of false and 
forged applications, affidavits, proofs of 
homestead entry and settlement. Part of 
the applicants, the indictment says, were 
fictitious, but others were secured by Puter 
and McKinley. 


Claim Laws Were Not Observed. . 

In the case of the real claimants the indict- 
ment alleges that the frauds lay in the laws 
not being observed, and further that no suf- 
ficient consideration had- been paid for the 
lands so conveyed. 

It is alleged that the defendants knew that 
the affidavits were a falsehood and forged, 
that the persons were fictitious, and that no 
one ever had resided on the land filed upon 
and secured. 


WATER FAMINE BECOMES ACUTE 


Public Schools of Pennsylvania Towns 
pply to Be Shut Off— 
Coke Industry Suffers. 


Pittsburg, Pa.,. Dec. 21.—Because of the 
long drought the public schools of Wilmer« 
ding and Wilkinsburg, near here, were dis- 
missed today, there being no water.

Much has been heard about the kindly 
treatment of the Russian prisoners of war in 
Japan.

worthy Athenians as advisers. 

Matters are still further complicated by the 
presence on the island of regiments of each 
of the four great powers, who regard them- 
selves as independent of the control of the 
prince, and are gtven to fighting with one 
another, and to quarreling with the natives. 
Prince George, while anxious to leave, re- 
sents as a personal affront the suggestion 
that he should make way for his younger 
brother, Nicholas, married to Grand Duchess 
Helen of Russia. Indeed, it was for making

Pinero’s Latest Play. 

Pinero’s latest play, The Wife Without. a 
Smile,“ received its initial presentation out- 
side of London last Monday night in New 
York, Mr. Frohman having. imported it. 
The piece, which was first produced some 
six weeks ago, and-which has already been 
withdrawn, created an unusual amount of 
discussion, not so much by its literary or 
dramatic merits as by having a dancing doll 
as one of its chief features. The gyrating 
of this doll many persons found objectionably 

ve, and a personage, believed te be 
no other than King Edward himself, took 
such exception to it that the play was with- 


drawn. 

The doll 1s supposed to be attached by a 
string to the springs of a sofa located in 
the upper room of a boathouse. It dan- 

les a few feet from the ceiling of the room 

eath—this room being the one seen by 
the spectator. The upper room is under- 
stood to be occupied by a young writer who, 
on his honeymoon, is believed to do more bill- 
ing and cooing with his wife than he does 
writing. The doll is supposed to register 
by its wriggling every caress in which the 
young couple indulge while sitting on the 
sofa. 

London found the arrangement decidedly 
suggestive, and Mr. Frohman, when he pre- 
pared the play for New York, retained the 
doll, but compromised by leaving it motion- 
less throughout,the entire play. The New 
York papers containing reviéws of the first 
performance are just at hand. The critics 
pronounce the play unsatisfactory. 

The veteran Wiliam Winter, who has 
never forgiven Pinero for The Second Mrs. 
Tanqueray and Iris,“ describes “ The 
Wife Without a Smile” asa” paltry and te- 
dious farce,”” which “only escapes imme- 
diate damnation because of the good acting 
done by the men in the cast.“ He contin- 
ues: The piece seems to have been in- 
tended as a satire on popular theatrical frip- 
pery, and also as a contemptuous rebuke of 
those persons who have had the temerity 
to condemn its author's nasty plays of Tan- 
queray and ‘Iris.’ Its satire, however, is 
so labored and pointiess as to be quite in- 
nocuous, and its implied rebuke is only a 
peevish and abortive manifestation of wound- 
ed vanity. ... The merits of the farce 
are occasional absurdity of situation, some 
tart phraseology, and now and then a gleam 
of the humor indicated in The Cabinet 
Minister.’ 

“The trick doll (a device of low Parisian 
origin), which was used 
tentionally offensive signification, is em- 
ployed here with a difference. The doll is 
suspended, but it is not wriggled; the sug- 
gestion of impropriety is provided, but the 
tual exhibition of it is withheld. ... 
here is a comic line here and there, but 
mostly the colloquoy is verbose and labored. 
It is a waste of time to look at such stuff 
and a still greater — to think about it.” 


The Sun says: « The firat act and part «f 
the second are uamistakably dull—withou: 
a sign of motion on the part of the doll they: 
are deadly. But the latter half of the play 
brisked up considerably, and, aided by a 
capital cast, sent the audience away heartily 
laughing.“ 

The reviewer of the Times finds the third 

act “ deliciously funny,“ but writes:: Con- 
sidered as a contribution by one of the 
foremost of living dramatists, ‘A Wife 
Without a Smile’ is not of first im- 
portance, There no doubt will be those who 
by some attributes of omnisclence denied to 
ordinary mortals will be able to read into it 
some quality of subtle humor not obvious to 
others. Humor it has, and much of it. Bub 
{it will not be subtle to any ordinary alert 
mind. The play is rich in satire, and if Mr. 
Pinero is having his fling at any particu- 
lar class of persons or phaseof folly, the fact 
is not obvious on a first seeing of hig play.“

But tn Russia, as elsewhere, political prac- 
tice often diverges widely from political 
theory. The autocracy is far from being 
so wholly capricious and arbitrary in the ex- 
ercise of its power as might be Inferred from 
its theoretical basis. It is doubttess true 
that there is an amount of caprice and un- 
certainty in the making and administration 
of the laws of Russia which d not be 
tolerated by any great western But 
for the most part the Russian government 
Is, like its western neighbors, a government 
according to old and well established laws 
and customs—laws and customs, too, which, 
strange as the fact may appear to English- 
men or Americans, are heartily approved 
by @ vast majority of the Russian people 80 
far as they understand them. 


The czar intrusts the administration of his 
realm to four great boards, the holy synod, 
the committee of ministers, the council of 
state, and the ruling senate. The holy synod 
has superintendence of religious matters. 
The other three boards roughly resemble the 
executive, legisiative, and judicial depart- 
ments of constitutional governments. But 
the committee of ministers is not properly 
a cabinet. Besides the ministers, the grand- 
dukes and many other public functionaries 
belong to it. There is no prime minister, 


and each of the thirteen ministers is respon- 


sible directly to the czar for the manage- 
ment of his department. They often differ 
widely regarding the policies the govern- 
ences crop up in the committee of ministers. 
The council of state, which usually has 
about sixty members, differs even more from 
a true legislature than the comimittee of 
ministers dées from a true cabinet. It dees 
not initiate, enact, or even modify legisla- 
tion. It merely examines projects of laws 
which are presented by the ministers and 
discusses the budget and the proposed ex- 
penditures for the year. It is a consultative, 
not a deliberative, body. The senate pro- 
mulgates all the laws of the empire. Other- 
wise it is almost wholly a judicial body. It 
is regarded as a supreme court of appeal. 
yet its decisions may be revised by the coun- 
cil of state. 7 
The principal executive departments are 
the ministries of foreign affairs, of finance, 
of war, of the navy, of justice, and of the 
interior, and of these the ministry of the 
interior is in many respects the most im- 
portant and powerful. The ministry of the 
interior has direction of the internal admin- 
istration.

CROWDED ILLINOIS CENTRAL CARS. 
Chicago, Dee. 20.—{ Editor of The Tribune.) 
It seems to me that the press of Chicago 
than by giving publicity to ac 
of the IlMnois Central railroad company with 
reference to the lack of cars provided for its 
suburban patrons during November and De- 
cember of each year. Having been a resi- 
dent of Hyde Park. for the last seven years 


every day during that period I, in common 
with other residents of that section, have 
been in the habit of saying to strangers that 
we are given the best suburban transporta- 
tion in the world by this road during the 
greater part of the year. But, beginning 
with about Nov. 15 and lasting to Dec. 24 
of each successive year, the oyercrowding 
of the cars becomes an intolerable abuse. 
The Illinois Central railroad company an- 
nually adds thousands of dollars to its sub- 
urban traffic receipts during these six weeks 
of strenuous holiday shopping, but instead 
of putting into service the necessary num- 
ber of additional cars, wherewith to accom- 
modate the additional holiday traffic, each 
returning season witnesses the same gross 
abuse of the rights of passengers. I am a 
business woman and feel that when I pur- 
chase a monthly ticket month after month 
and year after year that ticket should fur- 
nish me with a seat from the starting point, 
Hyde Park, to my destination, the Randolph 
street terminus. Instead of this, I have been 
compelled to stand every morning, almost 
without exception, during the six weeks pre- 
ceding Christmas, throughout the entire 
seven years. I have repeatedly requested 
conductors to report the overcrowded con- 
dition of all trains leaving Fifty-third street 
in the rush hours, only to be told that that 
would dono good. This December I decided 
to refuse any conductor the right to punch 
my ticket until he had furnished me with 
the seat I had paid my cash for. Up to date 
this month I have twice obtained a seat on 
the morning train through the courtesy of 
men who had obtained seats south of the 
Fifty-third street station and who are driven 
by the criminal greed of this company either 
to appear ungentlemanly by keeping their 
seats or to yield them reluctantly to the 
women entering the crowded trains at Hyde 
Park As many men feel that they are merely 
encouraging the rapacity of this company by 
giving up their seats, the majority of all 
passengers, both men and women, who board 
morning trains at Hyde Park express plat- 
form are compelled to stand, packed closely 
as cattle, and in a foul atmosphere which 
even cattle escape for. the six mile run to 
the city. 

Following out my ultimatum to the con- 
ductors of no seat no punch has occasioned 


me much undesfrabie publicity and subject- 


ed me to much abusive language from con- 
ductors, who have threatened to put me off 
the train by force at Van Buren street, al- 
though I have in every instance shown my

SHIPBUILDING OFFICIALS OPPOSE 
PAYING ON COMMON. 


—— 


Doubt Report of Pool to Force a Dis- 


tribution—Need of Large Surplus in 
Conducting the Business—Sale of 
Strawboard Steck Said to Be Over- 
subscribed—Statement of Condition 
of Mackay Cable Companies—Finan- 
‘otal Notes. 


Officials of the American Shipbuilding com- 
pany do not place credence in the report 
that a certain element of common share- 
holders is preparing to force the company 
to pay a dividend on the stock. Advices 
from Cleveland state that a pool represent- 
ing some 25,000 shares, or about one-third 


of the common stock outstanding, has been 


formed for the purpose of forcing the com- 
pany to make a disbursement, but the in- 
consistency of such action at this time is 
said to give the story a strong Kanne 


certainty. 


It has always been thought that more 8 
two-thirds of the common stock was held 
by those who own the preferred and are per- 
fectly familiar with the conditions of the 
shipbuilding industry and the. necessity of 
a liberal amount of money to conduct it suc- 
cessfully. It is said to be true that the com- 
pany has a large surplus, but this is not all 
in cash, and it would not be deemed prudent 
to disburse it if it were. In shipbuilding the 
builders usually assume a part of the money 
furnished for the construction—at least this 
is done in many cases among other com- 
panies, and the American company probably 


is not an exception to the rule. The part of 


the expense shouldered by the builders 
usually consists of first mortgage bonds, and 
if these cannot be disposed of in the market 
the shipbuilder must carry them. 

Under conditions existing during the last 
fiscal year, ended June 30, it ought not be 
expected that a dividend should be paid, offi- 
ciale say, and, while a large number of re- 
munerative contracts have been booked for 
the preseht year, nothing has been realized 
upon them as yet, and it is regarded as an 
unwise business policy to anticipate. them. 
At the organization of the company $1,520,- 
000, or 20 per cent, was paid in on the com- 
mon stock, and, with the surplus accumu-

} lated, the stock is said to have a book value 


of about $65 a share. Officially it is stated 
that the stock will be entitled to dividends 
each year, when they are earned, but no at- 
tempt will be made to continue 8 
ments through a period of

Mackay Companies. 

The London Statist has a comprehensive 
article on the Mackay companies descriptive 
of their organization and operation. The 
article is interesting at this time because 
of the recent talk of telegraph consolidation. 
It gives a comparison of the results in 1903 
with those of 1902, and, commenting on the 
same, says: 

It is evident that a conservative finan- 
cial policy has been carried out, as out of the 
net profits nearly 50 per cent has been writ- 
ten off for betterment purposes, while in ad- 
dition the sum of $500,000 has each year 
been added to the reserve funds.
